The warm wave of the past two days 


has had a telling effect on the Spanish 
prisoners, both in the camp and at the 
hospital, particularly so with the last lot 
to arrive on the Harvard, many of whom 
were suffering with intermittent mala- 
rial fever on their arrival. 


During the day. yesterday, there were 


six deaths among the prisoners, three 
o curing at the camp and three at the 
hospital. Of those, the first five to die 
were buried at noon, and the other vic- 
tim at 5.30 in the afternoon. As has been 
the custom, all were given a military 
burial in the little cemetery on the is- 
land, which has grown rapidly since the 
first two bodies were buried last Satur- 
day afternoon. 


Last nigbt the hospital ward contained 


more than 100 sick prisoners, while at 
Camp Long the report of Burgeon Mor- 
ris places the number of sick at 266. Of 
the latter many are very sick and -will 
be removed today to the second new 
tiospital ward building that was com- 
pleted last night. 


The sick in camp at present complete- 


ly occupy two of the barracks and ie- 
quire much attention from the •well 
prisoners, as many of them are unable 
to move or iu any way assist themselves. 


It is the intention of Medical Director 


Person and bis assistants to remove all 
of the sick from Camp Long to the hos- 
pital just as soon as room can be ob- 
tained, and Wednesday afternoon 10 
convalescent prisoners were discharged 
from the hospital, and their places 
filled by eight of the worst cases at the 
camp. 


Wednesday afternoon a telegram was 


received at the navy yard from Admiral 
Cervera granting the Spanish officers 
confined at the camp the privilege of 
being paroled, and the following offi- 
cers were placed on parole: Lieut Magaz 
of the Vizcay a, Lieut Adolph Calandria 
of the Oquendo, Lieut Fernando Bru- 
qneutas of the Maria Teresa, Lieut An- 
ton o Cal of the Christobal Colon, En- 
sign Carlos Boado of the Pluton, Mid- 
shipman Enrique Morris of the Vizcaya, 
Lieut Francisco Batista of the Spanish 
army. The parole is tor fifteen days' 
time and gives the officers the liberty of 
Seavey's island, the navy yard aud this 
city. 


The two Spanish surgeons and two 


priests were paroled several days ago, 
and the two former have rendered suit- 
able assistance in caring for the sick, 
while the two priests have been kept 
busy administering the functions of 
their office to the sick and dying. 


One of the interesting prisoners is 


Midshipman Enrique Morris of tbe Viz- 
caya. He speaks English quite fluently 
and acts as interpreter for the other 
officers. Mr. Morris and the men on 
the Vizcaya were not so fortunate as 
some of the Spanish prisoners in saving 
their effects, and escaped with only 
scant attire. 
Today a naval officer, 


while speaking with him, touched on 
this subject and Mr. Morris said he 
saved hardly anything, bat neverthe- 
less he secured something that wan very 
dear to him, and from a small box be 
proudly exhibited 
several tittered 


pieces of the battle flag o! the Vizcaya. 


Tbe youngest prisoner at camp Long 


is only 12 years old, and from one of 
the prisoners it was learned that he was 
the son of a well to do Cuban residing 
near the coast One night his parent* 
were surprised «nd killed, but by some 
strange fate the boy's life was spared, 
and he was taken on board one of the 
Spanish war ships only to fall into the 
hands of the Americans. 


Tbe quarters for Col. Forney and hu 


force were completed last night. A 
large force is at work on the mess house 
for tbe marine guard, and the large pa- 
vilion iu the camp for tbe prisonera.and

Ann Downing Was Once En- 


listed in the Amy, 


Saw Active Service in the Mexican War 


—Resides on Christian Shore. 


The New England association of vet- 


erans of the Mexican war on Tuesday 
celebrated the 30th anniversary of the 
return home of the regiment of Massa- 
chusetts volunteers in Mexico by a re- 
union and dinner in llosbury, Mass., to 
which "every survivor of the Mexican 
war, also the wives, sons and daughters 
of Mexican war veterans were invited." 


There is in this city a person who had 


a double right to attend that reunion, 
as the wife of a Mexican war veteran and 
as a Mexican "war veteran herself. This 
person is Mrs. Ann Downing of 1 North 
School street, Christian Shore, widow of 
Sergt. Havilah Downing, late of Co, C. 
9th TJ. 8. infantry. 


This company was mustered into the 


U. S. service in this city in April, 1817, 
and was mustered out with the regiment 
Aug. 20, 18-18. Theodore F. Eowe was 
captain and John H. Jackson first lieu- 
tenant of the company when it was mus- 
tered in. Capt. Rowe was brevotted 
major for special gallantry in the de- 
fense of Pueblo, Mexico from the Mexi- 
can army and Lieutenant Jackson was 
brevotted captain for special gallantry 
at the battles of Contresas and Churu- 
basco, the latter officer coming home in 
command of tho company. 


"When the secession war broke out 


Copt Jackson raised a regiment of New 
Hampshire troops and commanded it 
with great credit during the war. He 
died in Boston within a year or two, 
having been inspector of liquors in the 
Boston custom house for more than a 
quartcr of a century. 


Mrs. Downing and her husband joined 


the company in this city as enlisted 
men. 
Both took the same oath aud 


signed the same papers on joining, and 
both were mustered out with the same 
formalities on the same day, Aug. 20, 
1818, Havilah Downing was appointed 
sergeant of the company as soon as it 
was organized. Mrs. Downing never >-e- 
ceivcd a rating, so far as she knows,

Sergt. Havilah Downing died years 


ago, and Mrs. Downing draws a penhion 
as his widow. She claims that she is 
entitled to a pension in her own right 
as a Mexican war soldier, as she took 
the same oath that the other members 
of the company did, her name was 
borne on the same roll, and she ran 
quite as much risk as any of them. 


Mrs. Downing calmly confesses to be- 


ing at least 60 years of age; and as she 
was a married woman and a soldier of 
the TJ. S. army, over 50 yeais ago, there 
is no reason for supposing her to be any 
younger than that. Shesays if anybody 
wants to put on 20 years they can do so 
without hurting her feelings. 


Whatever her age, she is as straight- 


backed as any West Point cadet, aud as 
firm and elastic of step as most women 
of 50. For half a century she has been 
a tower of strength and comfort to many 
families in time of trouble and distress. 
With the physical pover of a coal hea- 
ver, the courage of a border trooper,the 
nerve of an army surgeon and the ten- 
derness and tact of a real woman, her 
presence in the sick room has been a 
benediction, and the sorrow surround- 
ing many a death bed has been light- 
ened by her ministrations.

Excuses For Miles. 


WASHJSOTON, July 20.—-The war and

There be- 
ing no possibility of receiving news of 
a great battle or of a surrender, there 
was less excitement and less evidence 
today of nervous strain than for weeks 
past General Miles' expected depart- 
ure was again deferred.

Contract to Transport Prisoners 


Awarded. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.— Arrangement* 


were practically concluded tonight for 
the transportation of the Spanish |pris- 
oners at Santiago from Cuba to Spain. 
The contract was awarded to the Span- 
ish Trans-Atlantic Co., represented by 
J. M. Cabellos & Co., of New York. 
The company agrees to carry the pris 
oners to Spain at the rate of $20 for 
each enlisted man and $55 for each com 
missioned 
officer, subsistence to be 


furnished by the company on the army 
ration basis. The award provides that 
the company shall have five ships al 
Santiago in nine days from tomorrow, 
two more in seventeen days from to- 
morrow and enough to complete the 
transportation of prisoners in twenty- 
one days from tomorrow. On the basis 
of 24,000 enlisted men and 1000 officers 
it will cost the government $535,000 
to transport the prisoners to Spain. 
The skips will fly the colors of Spain 
and will be manned nearly entirely by 
Spanish crews.

BOXLING Rocx. 


There appear to be two ideas which 


have led up to the invention of the 
modem anchor: (1) the idea of attach- 
ing the vessel by means of a rope or 
chain to a weight sufficiently heavyto 
keop the vessel from moving when the 
weight has sunk to the bottom of the 
sea, and (D) the ide» ef using a hook 
Instead of (or In addition to) the weight, 
so as to catch in the bottom. The Eng- 
lish word anchor is practically the same 
es the Latin anoora and the Greek ang- 
kura, meaning "that which has an an- 
gle," from the root ank, bent 


The earliest anchors made on <he 


hook principle probably only bad one 
fluke instead of two. In the "Sussex 
Archseil. Coll." there is an illustration 
of what has been surmised to be an 
anchor made out of the natural forked 
branch of a tree. It was found with an 
ancient British canoe at Burpham, Sus- 
sex. There is in the British museum an 
interesting leaden anchor with two 
flukes bearing a Greek inscription. 
Its 


date Is about 50 B. 0. and it was found 
off the coast of Gyrene. 


The invention of the anchor with two 


flukes is attributed by Pansanius to 
Midas, by Pliny to Eupalamas, and by 
Strabo to Auacharsis. Diodorus Siculua 
states that the first anchors were wood- 
en tubes filled with, lead, while another 
classical writer says that before tho In- 
troduction of metal anchors lumps of 
stone with a hole through the middle 
for the attachment of the cable were 
used. 


Tho form of the anchors used by the 


Greeks and Romans is well known from 
representations on Trajan's column and 
in the catacombs nt Rome as an early 
Christian symbol. This form does not 
seem to have changed materially for 
quite a thousand years, as is shown by 
the Bayeux tapestry. 


Some very primitive kinds of anchors 


are in use at the present day in different 
parts of the world, and a study of their 
construction may throw some light on 
the evolution of the modern anchor. 


An anchor which came from Japan 


consists of a natural forked branch of a 
tree, slightly improved artificially, so 
as to make a hook. Two round bars are 
fixed at right angles to tho shank, and 
to these two ordinary beach pebbles are 
tied. The length of the anchor is 2 feet 
3 inchos, the width across the hook 8 
inches, and across tho transverse bars 1 
foot 5 inches. The stones are from 5 to 
6 inches in diameter and 3 inches thick. 


Another anchor was in use quite re- 


cently in tho Arran inlands, off the west 
coast of Galway. It is constructed of a 
sloping bar at each side and three cross- 
bars, forming a figure not unlike the 
isosceles triangle in Euclid's pons asi- 
norum. Tho lowest of the three cross- 
bars is of square section and is fixed by 
iron spikes at each side to the hlopmg 
pieces so as to prevent them spreading 
outward. The stone, which acts as a 
weight, is clipped by moans of the two 
side pieces, being held tightly by t-w o 
spliced rings of rope parsing under the 
upper croshbars. 


These crossbars are of round section 


and project at each side, thus keeping 
the rope rings from slipping upward. 
The cable is fixed to the middle of the 
lowest transverse bar and is carried up 
on one side of the stone, then between 
the two sloping boards, and finally 
through a loop fixed to a hole at the top 
of the anchor. Tho boards at each side 
are 1 foot I0>i inches long and th» 
stone 1 foot 5 inches long. 


It may teem strange that such primi- 


the looking contriv.iuces should con- 
tinue to be used by fishermen who ha\e 
a full knowledge of e\ery modern ap- 
pliance connected with navigation and 
vessels, yet there are good reasons why 
they should have survived. Where the 
sea or river bed is rocky anchors are 
easily lost This is a serious matter 
when the anchor is of i*on and of some 
value, but if it is constructed like those 
described there is not rnnch difficulty 
or expeuso in replacing it. A beach 
iftone and a few bits of wood are alnayh 
ut hand, and the skilled workmanship 
required to fashion them into a very 
serviceable anchor is but sinull. 


Thus it is that under certain condi- 


tions primitive appliances must always 
hold their own against modern inven- 
tions. When, as often ha-ppeus, a newly 
introduced contrivance gets out of or- 
der, 
it generally involves much greater 


loss of time and more expense to re- 
place it than if it were of simpler con- 
struction and capable of being made by 
an ordinary workman out of materials 
easily procurable ou the spot.

RIDING ON A DOOR. 


Th* Stoed Which a Cyolon* Farnl*h*d an 


Impromptu Traveler. 


Christian Van dea Harvncr, familiar- 


ly known In Celina, O., as Cyclone 
Johnny, is perhaptjyhe only man living 
that eujoys the unique distinction oi 
having ridden a cyclone astride a house 
door for a distance of over a quarter ol 
a mile. This remarkable feat was per- 
formed not aa a matter of choice, but 
perforce of necessity by the above nam- 
ed person when the cyclone swept across 
Celina in May, 1886.

The cellar 
was directly underneath the porch, on 
the west side of the house, and Harvner 
assisted in getting the children to this 
place of safety, and he was the last on< 
to leave the house. Just as he steppe< 
upon the porch and before he releasex 
his hold upon the doorknob the storm 
rwept down upon him in all its fury 
He went sailing through the air, ove 
the tops of trees, the uppermost branch 
es of which (pro his clothes from hi 
body. The gait he traveled was teirlflc 
and it seemed but a second from the 
time he started until he found himself 
safely dropped into a large field unin- 
jured, save for the scratches inflicted 
upon him aa he sailed over the top of the 
tree*. This field was a little over a-quar- 
ter of a mile from Mr. Bryan's house, 
and Harvncr wandered around in the 
darkness and driving rain until he met 
a searching party, among whom WM 
Mr. Bryan, who, together with his en- 
tire family, were saved by their oppor- 
tune flight to the cellar.—Cincinnati 
Enquirer.

SPAIN SEEKS PEACR. 


Cabinet at Laugtliy Session Conclude* to 


Aik For Pence. 


New York, July 20.—A special dispatch 


to the Sun from Madrid, dated 2 a. m. 
today, says: 
The ministers after an all night ses- 


sion, have decided to ask the United 
States for peace. 
This dispatch has 


been passed by the censor, giving it the 
utmost importance. 


Prime Minister Sagasta has long been 


In favor of this course. After the anni- 
hilation of Cervera's fleet he saw no 
other course left. While Spain still had 
sea power, he contended that all was not 
lost. 


The expected coming of Commodore 


Watson to harrass the seaports of Spain 
has had a great effect in Influencing the 
ministers to seek a truce. They know- 
that Camara's squadron would not be 
able to keep out the ships of the victori- 
ous Americans. 


For some time representatives of other 


powers hare been advising the minis- 
ters to end tile war. They have pointed 
out that Spain's soldiers and sailors 
have fought bravely to the death, that 
honor is satisfied, and that It would 
not lessen Spain's dignity to surrender 
to a force so much superior to hers. 


The question of indemnity that the 


United States will certainly demand 
has also had it* effect on the cabinet. 
It will be heavy enough now, no one 
doubts, but will be heavier If the war is 
continued two or three months. 


It is thought that if negotiations are 


begun now. before the United States 
squadron has descended on the Canaries, 
before Dewey has captured Manila, be- 
fore the Spanish flag has been hauled 
down In Porto Rico, before the Caro- 
lines have been taken, and before the 
Americans have captured other cities 
in Cuba—Spain can make better terms. 


With all this territory lost to Spain 


as it will be if the war continues, the 
good representations of the powers upon 
which the queen and cabinet rely, will 
have less effect than at the present time. 


Captain General Blanco and General 


Toral are held responsible as to the 
necessity of capitulations. 


What these terms of peace are the 


ministers would not say this morning. 


Spain has heretofore been willing to 


allow the Cubans a choice between In- 
dependence and autonomy under the 
protecting influence of the mother coun- 
try. 
She has been desirous of holding 


Porto Rico and the Philippines, but 
would not be adverse to paying an in- 
demnity if it were not too large to be be- 
yond her financial ability to meet it. 


After the other ministers left the con- 


ference this morning, Prime Minister 
Sagasta, the minister of foreign affairs 
and the minister of public works re- 
mained in conference. They were evi- 
dently discussing the question of peace 
for after they finished their conference, 
the news of the decision to end the war 
was given out.

American »nrt SpanUh Soldier* Appear 


on Moat Friendly Teiun. 


Santiago de Cuba, July 19. via Kings- 


ton. Ja., July 20.—Hundreds of Ameri- 
can and Spanish soldiers who but a 
lew days ago were shooting at each 
other crovd the streets of Santiago to- 
day, meeting and mixing on the most 
friendly terms. 
A general feeling of 


jooodfellowshlp is evidenced every- 
where, victors and vanquished appar- 
ently, being equally rejoiced that the 
strife and bloodshed are over and that 
the horrors of the siege are ended. 


Quaint stores, with gaudy displays of 


wares, are opening rapidly, and the 
storekeepers eagerly accept American 
money and courteously receive Ameri- 
can customers. 


The 
narrow, cobble-paved streets, 


grilling in the tterce sunshine, are crowd- 
ed from morning till night by chattering 
groups of uniformed Spanish soldiers 
and crowds of laughing, rollicking men 
belontfng to General Shatter's army. 


The Americans are buying swords, 


medals and buttons! from their late foes, 
and all talk cheerily whenever an inter- 
preter can be obtained. 


About 4000 Spanish troops still remain 


in the city, but the majority of them w ill 
De removed as soon as a camping ground 
beyond the rifle pits can be arranged. 


The American troops are being re- 


moved from thi'lr old encampment be- 
hind the trenches to cooler and better 
spota in the hills north of the town. 
Our officers here appear to be ignorant 
as to the disposition of the Fifth corps, 
but a general impression is that only a 
few of the troops now here will be taken 
to Porto Rico.
